How to read floor plans and blueprints 


Selecting the most suitable house plan for 
your family is a matter of matching your 
needs, tastes, and life-style against the many 
designs we offer. When you study the floor 
plans in this issue, and the blueprints that you 
may subsequently order, remember that they 
are simply a two-dimensional representation 
of what will eventually be a three- 
dimensional reality. 


Floor plans are easy to read. Rooms are 
clearly labeled, with dimensions given in feet 
and inches. Most symbols are logical and 
self-explanatory: The location of bathroom 
fixtures, planters, fireplaces, tile floors, cab- 
inets and counters, sinks, appliances, closets, 
sloped or beamed ceilings will be obvious. 


A blueprint, although much more detailed, 
is also easy to read; all it demands is 
concentration. The blueprints that we offer 
come in many large sheets, each one of which 
contains a different kind of information. One 
sheet contains foundation and excavation 
drawings, another has a precise plot plan. An 
elevations sheet deals with the exterior walls 
of the house; section drawings show precise 
dimensions, fittings, doors, windows, and roof 
structures. Our detailed floor plans give the 
construction information needed by your 
contractor. And each set of blueprints con- 
tains a lengthy materials list with size and 
quantities of all necessary components. Using 
this list, a contractor and suppliers can make 
a start at calculating costs for you. 


When you first study a floor plan or 
blueprint, imagine that you are walking 
through the house. By mentally visualizing 
each room in three dimensions, you can 
transform the technical data and symbols into 
something more real. | 


Start at the front door. It's preferable to have 
& foyer or entrance hall in which to receive 
guests. A closet here is desirable; a powder 
room is a plus. 


Look for good traffic circulation as you study 
the floor plan. You should not have to pass all 
the way through one main room to reach 
another. From the entrance area you should 
have direct access to the three principal areas 
of a house—the living, work, and sleeping 
zones. For example, a foyer might provide 
separate entrances to the living room, kitchen, 
patio, and a hallway or staircase leading to the 
bedrooms. 


Study the layout of each zone. Most people 
expect the living room to be protected from 
cross traffic. The kitchen, on the other hand, 
should connect with the dining room—and 
perhaps also the utility room, basement, 
garage, patio or deck, or a secondary entrance. 
A homemaker whose workday centers in the 
kitchen may have special requirements: a 
window that faces the backyard; a clear view 
of the family room where children play; a 


garage or driveway entrance that allows for a 
short trip with groceries; laundry facilities 
close at hand. Check for efficient placement of 
kitchen cabinets, counters, and appliances. Is 
there enough room in the kitchen for addi- 
tional appliances, for eating in? Is there a 
dining nook? 


Perhaps this part of the house contains a 
family room or a den/bedroom/office. It's 
advantageous to have a bathroom or powder 
room in this section. 


As you study the plan, you may encounter 
a staircase, indicated by a group of parallel 
lines, the number of lines equaling the 
number of steps. Arrows labeled "up" mean 
that the staircase leads to a higher level, and 
those pointing down mean it leads to a lower 
one. Staircases in a split-level will have both 
up and down arrows on one staircase because 
two levels are depicted in one drawing and an 
extra level in another. 


Notice the location of the stairways. Is too 
much floor space lost to them? Will you find 
yourself making too many trips? 


Study the sleeping quarters. Are the 
bedrooms situated as you like? You may want 
the master bedroom near the kids, or you may 
want it as far away as possible. Is there at least 
one closet per person in each bedroom or a 
double one for a couple? Bathrooms should be 
convenient to each bedroom—if not adjoin- 
ing, then with hallway access and on the same 
floor. 


Once you are familiar with the relative 
positions of the rooms, look for such structural 
details as: 


* Sufficient uninterrupted wall space for 
furniture arrangement. 


* Adequate room dimensions. 


* Potential heating or cooling problems—i.e., 
a room over a garage or next to the laundry. 


* Window and door placement for good 
ventilation and natural light. 


* Location of doorways—avoid having a 
basement staircase or a bathroom in view of 
the dining room. 


* Adequate auxiliary space—closets, storage, 
bathrooms, countertops. 


* Separation of activity areas. (Will noise from 
the recreation room disturb sleeping children 
or a parent at work?) 


As you complete your mental walk through 
the house, bear in mind your family's long- 
range needs. A good house plan will allow for 
some adjustments now and additions in the 
future. 


Each member of your family may find the 


listing of his, or her, favorite features a most 
helpful exercise. Why not try it? 


How to choose a contractor 


A contractor is part craftsman, part busi- 
nessman, and part magician. As the person 
who will transform your dreams and drawings 
into a finished house, he will be responsible 
for the final cost of the structure, for the 
quality of the workmanship, and for the 
solving of all problems that occur quite 
naturally in the course of construction. 
Choose him as carefully as you would a 
business partner, because for the next several 
months that will be his role in your life. 


As soon as you have a building site and 
house plans, start looking for a contractor, 
even if you do not plan to break ground for 
several months. Finding one suitable to build 
your house can take time, and once you have 
found him, you will have to be worked into his 
schedule. Those who are good are in demand 
and, where the season is short, they are often 
scheduling work up to a year in advance. 


There are two types of residential con- 
tractors: the construction company and the 
carpenter-builder, often called a general 
contractor. Each of these has its advantages 
and disadvantages. 


The carpenter-builder works directly on the 
job as the field foreman. Because his back- 
ground is that of a craftsman, his workman- 
ship is probably good—but his paperwork 
may be slow or sloppy. His overhead—which 
you pay for—is less than that of a large 
construction company. However, if the job 
drags on for any reason, his interest may flag 
because your project is overlapping his next 
job and eroding his profits. 


Construction companies handle several 
projects concurrently. They have an office 
staff to keep the paperwork moving and an 
army of subcontractors they know they can 
count on. Though you can be confident that 
they will meet deadlines, they may sacrifice 
workmanship in order to do so. Because they 
emphasize efficiency, they are less personal to 
work with than a general contractor. Many 
will not work with an individual unless he is 
represented by an architect. The company 
and the architect speak the same language; it 
requires far more time to deal directly with a 
homeowner. 


To find a reliable contractor, start by asking 
friends who have built homes for recom- 
mendations. Check with local lumber yards 
and building supply outlets for names of 
possible candidates. 


Once you have several names in hand, ask 
the Chamber of Commerce, Better Business 
Bureau, or local department of consumer 
affairs for any information they might have on 
each of them. Keep in mind that these 
watchdog organizations can give only the 


number of complaints filed; they cannot tell 
you what percent of those claims were valid. 
Remember, too, that a large-volume operation 
is logically going to have more complaints 
against it than will an independent contractor. 


Set up an interview with each of the 
potential candidates. Find out what his spe- 
cialty is—custom houses, development hous- 
es, remodeling, or office buildings. Ask each 
to take you into—not just to the site of—houses 
he has built. Ask to see projects that are 
complete as well as work in progress, em- 
phasizing that you are interested in projects 
comparable to yours. A $300,000 dentist's 
office will give you little insight into a 
contractor's craftsmanship. 


Ask each contractor for bank references 
from both his commercial bank and any other 
lender he has worked with. If he is in good 
financial standing, he should have no qualms 
about giving you this information. Also ask if 
he offers a warranty on his work. Most will 
give you a one-year warranty on the structure; 
some offer as much as a ten-year warranty. 


Ask for references, even though no con- 
tractor will give you the name of a dissatisfied 
customer. While previous clients may be 
pleased with a contractor’s work overall, they 
may, for example, have had to wait three 
months after they moved in before they had 
any closet doors. Ask about his follow- 
through. Did he clean up the building site, or 
did the owner have to dispose of the refuse? 
Ask about his business organization. Did the 
paperwork go smoothly, or was there a delay 
in hooking up the sewer because he forgot to 
apply for a permit? 


Talk to each of the candidates about fees. 
Most work on а “cost plus" basis; that is, the 
basic cost of the project—materials, subcon- 
tractors’ services, wages of those working 
directly on the project, but not office help— 
plus his fee. Some have a fixed fee; others 
work on a percentage of the basic cost. A fixed 
fee is usually better for you if you can get one. 
If a contractor works on a percentage, ask for 
a cost breakdown of his best estimate and keep 
very careful track as the work progresses. A 
crafty contractor can always use a cost 
overrun to his advantage when working on a 
percentage. 


Do not be overly suspicious of a contractor 
who won't work on a fixed fee. One who is 
very good and in great demand may not be 
willing to do so. He may also refuse to submit 
a competitive bid. 


If thetop two or three candidates are willing 
to submit competitive bids, give each a copy of 
the plans and your specifications for materi- 
als. If they are not each working from the same 
guidelines, the competitive bids will be of 


little value. Give each the same deadline for 
turning in a bid; two or three weeks is a 
reasonable period of time. If you are willing to 
go with the lowest bid, make an appointment 
with all of them and open the envelopes in 
front of them. 


If one bid is remarkably low, the contractor 
may have made an honest error in his 
estimate. Do not try to hold him to it if he wants 
to withdraw his bid. Forcing him to build attoo 
low a price could be disastrous for both you 
and him. 


Though the above method sounds very fair 
and orderly, it is not always the best approach, 
especially if you are inexperienced. You may 
want to review the bids with your architect, if 
you have one, or with your lender to discuss 
which to accept. They may not recommend the 
lowest. A low bid does not necessarily mean 
that you will get quality with economy. 


If the bids are relatively close, the most 
important consideration may not be money at 
all. How easily you can talk with a contractor 
and whether or not he inspires confidence are 
very important considerations. Any sign of a 
personality conflict between you and a con- 
tractor should be weighed when making a 
decision. 


Once you have financing, you can sign a 
contract with the builder. Most have their own 
contract forms, but it is advisable to have a 
lawyer draw one up or, at the very least, 
review the standard contract. This usually 
costs a small flat fee. 


A good contract should include the fol- 
lowing: 
* Plans and sketches of the work to be done, 
subject to your approval. 


• A list of materials, including quantity, brand 
names, style or serial numbers. (Do not permit 
any "or equal" clause that will allow the 
contractor to make substitutions.) 


• The terms—who (you or the lender) pays 
whom and when. 


* A production schedule. 


* The contractor's certification of insurance 
for workmen's compensation, damage, and 
liability. 

* A rider stating that all changes, whether or 
not they increase the cost, must be submitted 
and approved in writing. 


Of course, this list represents the least a 
contract should include. Once you have 
signed it, your plans are on the way to 
becoming a home. 


A frequently asked question is: "Should I 
become my own general contractor?" Unless 
you have knowledge of construction, material 
purchasing, and experience supervising 
subcontractors, we do not recommend this 
route. 


Most people who are in the market for a 
new home spend months searching for the 
right house plan and the ideal building site. 
Ironically, these same people often invest

How to shop for mortgage money 


very little time shopping for the money to 
finance their new home, though the majority 
will have to live with the terms of their 
mortgage for as long as they live in the house. 


The fact is that all banks are not alike, nor 
are the loans that they offer—and banks are 
not the only financial institutions that lend 
money for housing. The amount of down 
payment, interest rate, and period of the 
mortgage are all, to some extent, negotiable. 


* Lending practices vary from one city and 
state to another. If you are a first-time builder 
or are new to an area, it is wise to hire a real 
estate (not divorce or general practice) attor- 
ney to help you unravel the maze of your 
specific area's laws, ordinances, and customs. 


* Before talking with lenders, write down all 
your questions. Take notes during the con- 
versation so you can make accurate compar- 
isons. 


* Do not be intimidated by financial officers. 
Keep in mind that you are not begging for 
money, you are buying it. Do not hesitate to 
reveal what other institutions are offering; 
they may be challenged to meet or better the 
terms. 


* Use whatever clout you have. If you or your 
family have been banking with the same firm 
for years, let them know that they could lose 
your business if you can get a better deal 
elsewhere. 


* Know your credit rights. The law prohibits 
lenders from considering only the husband's 
income when determining eligibility, a 
practice that previously kept many people out 
of the housing market. If you are turned down 
for a loan, you have a right to see a summary 
of the credit report and change any errors in 
it. 
A GUIDE TO LENDERS 


Where can you turn for home financing? Here 
is a list of sources for you to approach: 

Savings and loan associations are the best 
place to start because they write well over half 
the mortgages in the United States on 
dwellings that house from one to four families. 
They generally offer favorable interest rates, 
require lower down payments, and allow 
more time to pay off loans than do other banks. 

Savings banks, sometimes called mutual 
savings banks, are your next best bet. Like 
savings and loan associations, much of their 
business is concentrated in home mortgages. 

Commercial banks write mortgages as a 
sideline, and when money is tight many will 
not write mortgages at all. They do hold about 
15 percent of the mortgages in the country, 
however, and when the market is right, they 
can be very competitive. 

Mortgage banking companies use the 
money of private investors to write home 
loans. They do a brisk business in 
government-backed loans, which other banks 
are reluctant to handle because of the time 
and paperwork required.

The types of mortgages available are far more 
various than most potential home buyers 
realize. 


Traditional Loans 

Conventional home loans have a fixed 
interest rate and fixed monthly payments. 
About 80 percent of the mortgage money in the 
United States is lent in this manner. Made by 
private lending institutions, these fixed rate 
loans are available to anyone whom the bank 
officials consider a good credit risk. The 
interest rate depends on the prevailing market 
for money and is slightly negotiable if you are 
willing to put down a large down payment. 
Most down payments range from 15 to 33 
percent. 

You can borrow as much money as the 
lender believes you can afford to pay off over 
the negotiated period of time—usually 20 to 30 
years. 


The FHA does not write loans; it insures 
them against default in order to encourage 
lenders to write loans for first-time buyers and 
people with limited incomes. The terms of 
these loans make them very attractive. The 
interest rate is fixed by FHA at 131% percent, 
and you may be allowed to take as long as 25 
to 30 years to pay it off. 

The down payment also is substantially 
lower with an FHA-backed loan. At present it 
is set at 3 percent of the first $25,000 and 5 
percent of the remainder, up to the $60,000 
limit. This means that a loan on a $60,000 
house would require a $750 down payment on 
the first $25,000 plus $1,750 on the remainder, 
for a total down payment of $2,500. In contrast, 
the down payment for the same house fi- 
nanced with a conventional loan could run as 
high as $20,000. 

Anyone may apply for an FHA-insured 
loan, but both the borrower and the house 
must qualify. 

The VA guarantees loans for eligible vet- 
erans, and the husbands and wives of those 
who died while in the service or from a 
service-related disability. The VA guarantees 
up to 60 percent of the loan or $27,500, 
whichever is less. Like the FHA, the VA 
determines the appraised value of the house, 
though with a VA loan, you can borrow any 
amount up to the appraised value. 

The Farmers Home Administration offers 
the only loans made directly by the govern- 
ment. Families with limited incomes in rural 
areas can qualify if the house is in a com- 
munity of less than 20,000 people and is 
outside of a large metropolitan area; if their 
income is less than $15,600; and if they can 
prove that they do not qualify for a con- 
ventional loan.

New loan instruments 


If you think that the escalating cost of housing 
has squeezed you out of the market, take a look 
at the following new types of mortgages. 


The graduated payment mortgage features 
a monthly obligation that gradually increases 
over a negotiated period of time—usually five 
to ten years. Though the payments begin 
lower, they stabilize at a higher monthly rate 
than a standard fixed rate mortgage. Little or 
no equity is built in the first years, a disad- 
vantage if you decide to sell early in the 
mortgage period. 


These loans are aimed at young people who 
can anticipate income increases that will 
enable them to meet the escalating payments. 
The size of the down payment is about the 
same or slightly higher than for a conventional 
loan, but you can qualify with a lower income. 
As of last year, savings and loan associations 
can write these loans, and the FHA now 
insures five different types. 


The flexible loan insurance program (FLIP) 
requires that part of the down payment, which 
is about the same as a conventional loan, be 
placed in a pledged savings account. During 
the first five years of the mortgage, funds are 
drawn from this account to supplement the 
lower monthly payments. 


The deferred interest mortgage, another 
graduated program, allows you to pay a lower 
rate of interest during the first few years and 
a higher rate in the later years of the mortgage. 
If the house is sold, the borrower must pay 
back all the interest, often with a prepayment 
penalty. Both the FLIP and deferred interest 
loans are very new and not yet widely 
available. 


The variable rate mortgage is most widely 
available in California, but its popularity is 
growing. This instrument features a fluc- 
tuating interest rate that is linked to an 
economic indicator—usually the lender's cost 
of obtaining funds for lending. To protect the 
consumer against a sudden and disastrous 
increase, regulations limit the amount that the 
interest rate can increase over a given period 
of time. 


To make these loans attractive, lenders 
offer them without prepayment penalties and 
with "assumption" clauses that allow another 
buyer to assume your mortgage should you 
sell. 


Flexible payment mortgages allow young 
people who can anticipate rising incomes to 
enter the housing market sooner. They pay 
only the interest during the first few years; 
then the mortgage is amortized and the 
payments go up. This is a valuable option only 
for those people who intend to keep their 
home for several years because no equity is 
built in the lower payment period. 


The reverse annuity mortgage is targeted 
for older people who have fixed incomes. 
This very new loan instrument allows those 
who qualify to tap into the equity on their 
houses. The lender pays them each month and 
collects the loan when the house is sold or the 
owner dies.
